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Besides a trip to the hospi- 
tal, President Johnson will 
have plenty to do during the 
two months before Congress 
comes back. 

His ^ next budget must be 
whipped into shape, and he 
must pore over piles of 
lengthy reports of special task 
forces that have studied all 
the major facets of domestic 
life and need. 

Among the stickiest of 
domestic problems is how to 
streamline the money market 
to make possible the construc- 
:ion of the housing, schools, 
colleges and numerous other 
•acilities the nation requires. 

The President will be mull- 
ing, too, how much further to 
ask the next Congress to go in 
bolstering health. He wants, 
among other things, an ingen- 
ious new formula which will 
induce widespread construc- 
tion of the kind of nursing 
home which is badly needed 
out which has always been 
financially hazardous to 
undertake. 

A shortage of medical and 
hospital personnel everywhere 
is another dilemma. So is the 
modernization of urban hospi- 


tals. The Hill-Burton Act, 
aiding hospital construction, 
has primarily benefited non- 
metropolitan areas.
